3. Summary of Evidence 

a. For., the..Prosecution* The accused was assigned to and on duty at 
Hakodate Prisoner of fer Camp from 29 March I 943 to 1 January I 944 (Ex. 1 ). On 
one occasion during this peridd,. Sergeant F. G. Gibbs, an English prisoner of 
war., was oeaten in the face by the accused for failing to bow to an empty room 
as he left it to proceed to another room,. He was struck in the & ce by the 
accused 22 tiroes with clenched fists (Ex. 2, 3 ). 

b,. For the Defense* The accused after being duly warned of his rights 
as a witness, elected to testify in his own behalf 1 (R 3 ), In July 1943, the 
accused ordered Gibbs to clean the latrine s nd Gibbs demurred. The accused slopped 
him lightly with his open palm 2 or 3 times. In November 1943 , accused ordered 
Gibbs to clean the latrines. Upon his ft ilure to do so the accused became angry 
and slapped >^ibbu 3 4 tim.es lightly with his open polm, Gibbs was forced to 

stand at attention while being slapped and offered no resistance. Slapping is 
customary in the Japanese Army, The accused did not hate Gibbs,. Japanese ^ormy

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Privates were treated as slaves arid lost their reasoning power. The accused

The record is legally sufficient to sustain the findings and sentence 
o j. the commission,. The commission was constituted by proper authority and had 
jurisdiction over the accused and the sffense,. The accused plead guilty, The 
prosecution introduced compenent evidence sufficient to establish the guilt of 
tne accused apart from the plea of guilty,. There are no errors or irregularities 
which injuriously affect any substantial rights of the accused, 

5 - Re commands t ions 

The commission sentenced the accused to be confined at hard labor for 
1 years. The sentence is legal. The accused's guilt is established beyond doubt 
ana there appear to ce no extenuating or mitigating circumstances,. It is there- 
lore recommanaea Lie i the sentence be approved and ordered executed,. The Sugsxno 
Prison, Tokyo, ronshu,. Ja^en,. or elsewhere as the Supreme Camuander for the Allied: 
Powers'or othef proper authority may direct, in the appropriate piece of confine-
